They also wished 
to persuade the Chinese Minister to use his 
influence to induce the Japanese Government 
to rescind its order for the expulsion of Messrs. 
Wuand Sun, who, they said, had committed no 
blameworthy act beyond trying to promote the 


interests of the Chinese students in Japan,—if 


‘buch an act can be called blameworthy. They 
said further that they would not leave the lega- 
tion until the Minister had seen them. - The 
legation official said that, the Minister had 
made up his mind after the last agitation to 
see no more of the students, and that it was 
clear from the beginning that the Minister 
would not consent to the proposal of the 
students, He pressedthem to peacefully leave 
the compound, but the dispute dragged on 
until 8 p.m. 

By that time the police ha@ arrived upon the 
scene. They were extremely unwilling to in- 
terfere in the dispute: between the foreign 
Minister and the students under his jurisdiction, 

“but at last they were forced to do so at the 
. request of the Legation authorities. The 
POLICE ENTERED THE ROOM ' 
where the students were, and asked them to 
withdraw. They obeyed but seemed likely to 
remain in the street in front of the legation. 
The police again made them understand that 
their presence in the street. was ‘objectionable 
to the passers by and that one or two 
of the students had better accompany 
them to the police station. The students then 
proposed that all of them should go to the 
police office, so thoy all went along with the 

- police. 

What they said inthe pulico station way in

ral shaking up these day, reports the Afanila 
‘Times, dnd fiom the number of earthquake 
shocks and tremors that are occurring there, it 
‘is evident that there are, mammoth disturbances 
in'the earth at the persent time. 

’ The’ earthquakes continue unabated, and 
since the first shock on the 2tst ult, there have 


perhaps twelve or thirteen shocks, many of them 
severe-enoigh to overture stucks of quarter- 
‘master and commissary supplies. 


Captain Pershing wires the Division Com- 
mander that jt has been reliably reported that 
twelve Méros werg killed near Tubaron, on 
the 21st, by falling houses, and that since that 
date shocks have been alarmingly frequent, 
that the’ stores piled up for the troops are 
frequently overturned, and that the barns have 
been wrecked. The work of reconstructing 
the quartermaster ‘and commissary storehouses 
is progressing as rapidly as possible, but 


THE FREQUENCY OF THE SHOCKS 
and the tremors male it extremely difficult to 
rebuild. > 


The Moro forts at Bayan and Bacolod are 
reported to have been seriously damaged 
during the first shock on the 21st, and Captain 
Pershing addsto his message that neither the 
camps nor the outposts have been attacked 
since the rgth of August. 

General Sumer also wires from Zamboanga 
that a severe shock of earthquake was (elt at 
that place on the morning of the 2181. Sn far 
as is known no damage was done to the mads 
and trails General Sumner says: Since the 
first shock there have been probably four 
hundred slighttremors with perhaps a doven 
or more shocks, and that the Bayayan trail 
was badly shaken up, but not sarion-ts 
damaged. 

CONSIDERABLE DAMAGE. 

Later reports of the recent earthquabe in 
Mindanao show that it was more violent than 
was at first thought. Much damage was done 
throughout the Lanao country. Captain Persh 
ing in a report received at Division beat 
quarters says that the 


FIRST SHOCK WAS MOST VIOLENT, 

that commissary and quartermaster storehoucee 
were badly wrecked. The Cavalry and quarter 
master stables and the markets of the towne 
were tumbled down, the hospital dispensary 
was smashed and the contents are a total 
wreck, making a new requisition necessary 9! 
once, 

Horses and men were thrown violently to 
the ground, sustaining many severe bruises, 
but no broken bones; many of the tents af the 
camp fell from the shock and the contents of 
the tents and the kitchens were in many in- 
stances turned upside down, One Maxim gun 
and an old cannon were turned aver and aver 
but were not damaged, while, 

ROXES-oF AMMUNITION wre sHAKEN 
about like dice, Shocks approximating the first 
one in severity occurred nt frequent intervals 
during the night, and have continued up to the 
present time, 

Many Moro houses were mised by the shocks, 
some taking fire, thus being entirely destroyed. 
The wave was general over the Lanao country 
and is reported to be the most severe within 
the recollection-of the oldest inhabitants, 


Work has been begun reconstructing the 
commissary and quartermaster storehouses, 
and muck of the timber can be used inthe 
rebuilding ofthe same, The wires have been 
down since the first shock, but at the present 
tlme they are repaired and communication can 
be had with various points,

From a native newspaper is obtained the 
information that the people of Shun Nien Hsien, 
Shungte-fu, are in great excitement, owing to 
the arrival of hundreds of Boxers, These 
malcontents are seen boldly walking about, in 
their Boxer livery, with white turbans on their 
heads and red girdles round their waists, on 
the principal thoroughfares. 

Many of the well-to-do people have gone to 
Peking for safety. Boxers are also reported to 
be seen in the districts immediately outlying 
Peking. 

Nothing has been said of the movement by 
he officials, who are reported as lying calmly 
on their opium couches, expecting some one 
else to do the work, “After me the deluge” 
seems to be their policy.

New York, N.Y, 25th August. 
Lieutenant General Miles has sent a shock 
throughout the . ountry by announcing that he 
will sail for the Philippines in ao few weeks, 


“The General was in Boston at the time he 


made this sensational statement. When ques- 
tioned, he disclaimed any official motive for 
his, visit and said that he was coming out to 
see the islands and to take a look around 
purely in a private capacity, The announce- 
ment caused a sensation in Washington, and 
various officials profess to he most apprehen- 
sive as to the results which may come from his 
unavthorised journey. Many of them fear that 
serious complications many ensue between 
Miles and the Philippines officials, both civil 
and military, 
: Later. 

_ Further developments in-the discussion of 
General Miles’ projected trip(o the Philippines 
has elicited the fact that he has received author- 
isation for his visit from President Roosevelt. 
The objectvof his visit is stated to bean inspec- 
tion of the condition of the Army in the Philip- 
pines, with a view to possible and permanent 
improvements. He is not authorised to inspect 
conditions officially, and will have no power to 
interfere with the work .of General Davis, but 
will act iv a purely advisory capacity. His 
position will be similar to that occupied by him 
when he ‘visited Cuba and consulted and 
advised with General Shafter at Santiago as to 
the best plans for the campaign, General 
Miles’ present arrangements contemplate his 
setting sail from'the United States some time 
in October, and’ making a stay of two or three 
months, leaving the Philippines some time in 
February or March. It is believed that. his: 
visit will be used for political purposes, and that 
Congress will avail itself of such information 
as he may be able to present upon his return.

THE CROPS. 

Regarding the crops, there is a very poor 
outlook untess the weather changes, for not a 
drop of rain has fallen for a long time, with the 
result that everything is beginning to dry »p 
and shrivel, The weather has been very hor 
for some time, and light airs and calms 
have prevailed. Although telegrams con- 
cerning bad weaner, and even typhoons, were 
rece ved from Amoy, dated the 30th and 31st 
ult, and the 4th inst. mot so much as a 
shower visited us. “ Paddy’s hurricane” instead 
did its best to scorch the complexion out of the 
little green shoots of carn, and if the ‘tap’ is 
not soon turned on a very bad harvest will be 
gathered, Those farmers whose fields are 
situated mear the river wheel the precious 
moisture and water their crops; but alas! the 
gteater portion of tre land is ton far ftom the 
life giving fluid for the practice of this arduous 
task. The officials do their share in the matter 
by praying to the many water gods, 

“A MAN OF THE RIGHT STAMP, 

Taotai Ting Pao-chuen, of Chiy Chow, is 
reputed to be a man of the rigbt stamp, It is 
said that since be has held the reins of 
officiatdom his greatest aims have always been 
to abolish oppressions. Besides this he also is 
responsible for olher improvements, including 
repairs to the two old forts situated near Swatow. 
Under his orders, the Dai Poo Magistrate 
recently arrested an unwortby native, who, 
under the mask of Christiarlity, interfered 
with the peace. But the game was played 
too hard, and the hypocrite is now under- 
going imprisonment. Taotni Ting Pao- 
chuen, having regard to a big robbery that 
occurred in June, recently advised Swatow 
merchants to ¢mploy night watchmen and 
also increased the police force by fifty 
men. Another mark of his goodness is shown 
in his proposal to sell rice to paupers at low 
price in Chiu Chow Fu, seeing that a bad local 
harvest made it possible for the merchants to 
run the prices up. Trade to Swatow is greatly 
encumbered by the shallowness of the Hon 
River, which in some places, at lowmdater, is 
po more than a foot deep. This being the 
principal trade route to the interior, Taotai 
Ting Pao-chuen has been seriously considering 
the question of dredging and, after a con- 
_sultation with Swatow merchants, applied to 
the British Consul for information, inquiring as 
to what methods were used in England. The

David King Mason was born in London in 
1829. His father was a captain io the service 
and superintendent of the fleet of the P. and O. 
S. N. Co. He was educated at Greenwich, and 
afterwards was srticled to the then celebrated 
firm of London shipowners, McGhie and Page. 
At the conclusion of his articles with that firm, 
he entered the London office of the P. and O. 
Co,, and soon after in the early filties was sent 
out to their Calcutta branch, and was sub- 
sequently transferred to the company's office 
at Hongkong, where he soon rose ta the 
position of manager. Shortly after the con- 
clusion of a treaty of commerce between Great 
Britain and Siam in the year 1856, Mr. Mason 
resigned his positian in the company’s service 
and went down to Bangkok, where he establish. 
ed himself as a merchant, being one of the 
first Englishmen who commenced business in 
that then little knawn country, There, through 
the integrity in his dealings and his genial dis- 
position to all with whom he came in contact, 
he soon won the esteem of the native officials, 
and became eventually on terms of friendship 
with his Majesty the King, father of the pre- 
sent enlightened ruler of the country, Mr. 
Mason, was often consulted upon the various 
political questions which arose from time to 
time ; and asa reward for his services received 
the decoration of the Crown of Siam, and, sub- 
sequently, the Order of the White Elephant 
and was made a ‘“*Phya.” Abont the year 1863 
the Siamese Government considered it advis- 
able to be represented in London, and Mr. 
Mason was offered and accepted the position 
of Consul, alterwards being promoted to be 
Consul-General, a post which he held until ill- 
health forced him to resign his appointment in | 
1887. During his Consulship he settled in a 
satisfactory manner many diplomatic questions | 
which arose between the Government of Great ' 
Britain and Siam, and was fortunate in having 
atthe Foreign Office, as Under-Secretary of 
State, an old friend of his Hongkong days, the ; 
late Lord Pauncefote, then Sir Julian Paunce-
